oUO PROBE FRAUDS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.-—Plans 


were completed today by adminis- 
tration leaders for a senate investi- 
gation into charges that the repub- 
lican national committee spent hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars ille- 
gally in the national campaign. The 
matter has been discussed by Presi- 
dent Wilson and senate leaders, re- 
sulting in a decision to begin the 
investigation shortly after congress 
convenes in.December, it was learn- 
ed from official quarters today. A 
general assemblage' of democratic 
senators in Washington today caus- 
ed reports, which were denied by all 
officials, that a 
special session of 


congress would be called. 


It was said that most of the al- 


leged illegal fund was spent in states 
east of the Mississippi. 


From administration officials close 


to President Wilson it was learned 
that Democratic National Chairman 
Vance McCormick has received what 
he claims to be positive evidence 
that the republican national com- 
mittee collected more than $3,000,- 
OOO in Wall street just previous to 
the election and spent a large part 
of this in Indiana and West Virginia. 
The total expenditures of the repub- 
licans were said to be more than 97,-

NOW U. S.-MEXICAN 


LABOR CO-OPERATES 


BALTIMOEE, Md., NOT. 14.— 


What an important part the organiz- 
ed labor movement in Mexico and the 
United States have had In preventing 
war between the two nations was 
shown at length today when the ex- 
eeutiye council made Its report here 
to the thirty-sixth annual convention 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor.- 


The union labor movement In Mex- 


ico started only with the presidency 
of Francisco Madero, says the report, 
but already it has made almost in- 
credible strides. On Sept 22, 1915, 
the executive council asked President 
Wilson to recognize the 
Carranza 


government On October 19, follow- 
ing, this was done. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 


federation, kept in touch with 
the 


representatives of the labor 
move- 


ment of the 
neighboring republic 


throughout the winter of 1915-16. In 
the spring war between the two na- 
tions seemed imminent. 
On May 23 


1916, Mr. Grompers sent a message to 
the Mexican labor leaders inviting 
them to a. joint conference that they 
might carry back to their constitu 
ents the "real sentiment of the people 
of both nations and enable them to 
Imow the elements and conditions at 
tempting to drive both countries intc 
%\ar." 


Five Mexican leaders arrived 
in 


June. 
While the labor con-erenc 


•was sitting came the Carrizal incl 
dent. Mr. Gompers sent a telegram 
to General Carranza imploring him 
"in the name of common justice and 
humanity, in the interest of a better 
understanding between the 
people 


and governments of the United States 
and Mexico, for the purpose of giving 
the opportunity to maintain 
peace 


and avoid the horrors of war, upon 
the grounds of highest 
patriotism 


and love," to release the American 
soldiers taken prisoner in the Carri- 
zal fight. 


That same evening the newspapers 


announced Carranza had released the 
soldiers. 
As a result of the labor 


conference a joint compact was sign- 
ed, by which the union laborers ofi 
Mexico and the United States agreed 
to do all possible to prevent war be-
